&c., and was much fatigued. He reached the 

neighborhood of Lexington about Go clock, 
amf was met by General Leslie Coombs and a 

deputation of the citizens, who induced him to 

descend from his carriage and enter the town 

on horseback. On reaching the city General 
Coombs welcomed him in a brief speech. Get). 
Scott replied, thanking the citizens for their 

warm reception, but excusing himself from 
making a lengthy address, on the plea of exces- 

sive fatigue. In the course of his speech he 

ailluded touchingly to Clay’s death, and was 

evidently much atfcted. “His warm personal 
friend,” he said, “1 an. here a’most in sight nf 
the venerated shades ol Ashland and of the 
last resting place of the greatest of Ameiican 
statesmen. To Maud in such a spot must be 
sufficient to aflect any one acquainted with the 

public character and private virtues of that 

great man. How much more deeply, then, mu-t 

it touch the feelings of one who had known 
him intimately and who with him had been a 

co-laborer in the cause of h• s country, He 

concluded with a more extended eulogy upon 
the life and services of Mr. Clay, and retired 
amid loud applause. 

Gen. Wool was also called upon and made a 

brief speech, alluding to Mr. Clay ami thanking 
the cititizens tor the kindness with which they 
had treated himself and chief during their pro- 
gress through Kentucky. 

The crowd was not very large, owing to the 
fact that nearly all the citizens ot the place 
and the faimers of the surrounding country 
had gone to the Paris Fair The reception, 
however, was warm and all night bonfires were 

lighted and a portion ot the town illuminated. 
Gen Scott will leave at *2 o'clock this after- 

noon for Frankfoit, en-route for Louisville. He 
is much fatigued this morning, but is in pretty 
good health.

j cer only feels when marching into the jaws of 
i death, with the assinai ee that, while he thus 
oilers himself a* a sacrifice lo the demands of 
his country, every action, he he successful or 

otherw ise, will he judged with the most heart- 
; less scrutiny. 

It was a strange suht, that long tange of 
cotton bales—a new* material for breastwoiks, 
ui:h the ciowd of human beings behind, then 
heads only visible above the hne ot defence 
We could distinctly set* their long nfles laying 
oVfi the bales, and the bat’ery of (ien Cothe 
directly in fioiil, w ith Hs great mouth gaping 
toward us, as they waited to devour us, and 
the position ol (len. Jackson, with his still 
around him But what attracted our attention 
most, was the figure of a tall man standing on 

! tfie breastworks, dressed in linsey-woolen. 
1 with buckskin leggms, and a broad brimmed 
tell hat. that fe1 i around the face, almost con- 

cealing his features. He wa- standing in one 
ot those picturesque and graceful attitudes pe- 
culiar to those natural men-dwellers m the 

i forests. The body tested on the left leg, and 
■ swayed wilh a curved line upward; the right 
; ar n was extended, the hand grasping the r.fie 
j near the muzzle, the bull of which rested iwar 

| the toe of his rght foot, while with his hand

J seemed gazing irom In nea h intensely upon our 

advancing column. The cannon oi general 
[ Coffee had opened upon us, ami tore through 
! our ranks with dreadful slaughter: hut we con- 

; tinned to advance, unwavering and cool, as it 
| nothing threatened our pi ogress 

Hie roar of cannon seemed !o have no effect 
I upon the figure standing on the cotton bales, 

* ut be seemed fixed and motio less a* a statue. 
At last be moved, threw back the hat run over 

the crown with hi* left hand, raised the rifle to 

his shoulder, and took aim at our group. Our 

j eyes were rivetted U| on him. At whom had 
he levelled his p.ece 1 Hut the distance was so 

great that we looked at each other and smiled. 
VVe saw the* r fie flash, and mv right hand com- 

panion. as noble looking a fellow as ever rode 
at the head of his regiment, fell from f is sad- 
dle. 1 he hunter paused a few moments, with 
out moving the gun horn his shoulder, then re- 

loaded and assumed Ins former attitude.— 
I browing the haT nm over his eyes and again 
holding it up with the left hand, he fixed his 

piercing gaze upon us as if hunting out anoth- 
er victim. Once more the hat run was thrown 
hack and the gun raised to the shoulder. This 
lime we did i ot smile, but cast short glances at 
each other, to see which of us must die; and 
when again the lifle flashed, another one of us 

dropped to the eaith. There was something 
most awful in thus marching on to certain 
death.
